Fear of a coup d’etat led the 
government four days ago to 
abandon its bellicose attitude and 
contemplate arranging a separate 
peace. There was a stormy sit+ 
ting of the cabinet. The council 
had decided to enter into. negoti- 
ations with the allied command- 
ers-in-chief, and the American 
ambassador, Henry Morgenthau, 
had been asked to undertake . the 
preliminaries, and to proceed to 
the Dardanelles accompanied by 
two Turkish delegates with plen- 
ary powers. The anybassador 
was to be asked to sound the al- 
lies and ascertain what condit- 
ions they were prepared to offer 
for the surrender of the Dardan- 
elles and Constantinople.
